PATENTS ENQUIRY COMMITTEK 

Now Delhi, the løt October 1948 
No. 223 - IRP (6 ), 48 . - Thero has been a demand both from industrialista 
and from others for a ruv . ew of the laws relating to patents in India with A view 
to ensuring that the putent hystein is more conducive to national interests than 
at present. In his opening speech at the Conferenme on Industrial Development 
in Iudia on löth December , 1947 , the Honourable Minister , Industry and Supply 
announced that the Government of India would consider this question . Aftor 
& oareful examination of the position , the Government of India have now deoided 
to set up a Committee to review the Patent Laws in India . 
2 . The terms of reference to the Committee are as follows : 

(1 ) to survey and report on the working of the Patent System in India ; 
(2 ) to examine the existing Patent legislation in India and to make 

recommendations for improving it , particularly with reference to 
the provisions concerned with the prevention of abuse of patent 

righte ; 
18 ) to consider whether any special restrictions should be imposed on 

patents regarding food and medicine ; 
(4 ) to suggest steps for ensuring effective publicity to the patent system 

and to putent literature , particularly us regards patents obtained 

by Indian inventors ; 
(5 ) to consider the necessity and feasibility of setting up National 

Patenty Trust ; 
(0 ) to cousider the desirability or otherwise of regulating the profession 

of patent agents ; 
17 ) to examine the working of the Patent Office and the services rendered 

by it to the public and mako suitable recommendations for 

improvement ; and 
(8 ) to report generally on any improvement that the Committee thinks fit 

to recommend for babling the Indian Patent System to be moru 
conducive to national interest , by encourly ng invention and the 
commercial developniunt and use of inventions .

Council to advise the Chief Commissioner , Himachal Pradesh , in the discharge 
of his adjoinistrative functions und to make the following provisiong to regulate 
its constitution and proceduro : 

( 1 ) The Advigcry Council shall consist of the Chief COLIN ( HHioner. We 
shall to the President of the Council , and 7 other members. Of thesi: 1 
members 3 will be representatives of the Rulers of the States which huve been 
integrated in Himachal Pradesh and 4 will be reprosentatives of the people 

Members of the Advisory Council shall bo nominated by the Central trov.:rp. 
mont in consultation with the Chief Commissioner. 

All residents of the l rovince , ubove the age of 21, shal he oligible for 
nomination AB members . 

(2 ) The Chief Cominissioner will scek tho Advice of the ( swil on (a ) 
financial milers except those which are not subject to the vole of the Legislativi; 
Assnirbly except that it ms involving recurring expenditure upto Rs. 25 ,000 
ind non -resurring üpå Rs. 1, 00 ,00 nood not be relerred to the Council ; 

(b ) mutters of administration involving general policy , scheints of Javelos 
Inent and proposals for legislation and not on mutters relating to the day -to -da 
administration or to individual ippointments not involving i principle of any 
importance : 

(c ) generai questions touching the impienivatution of golipral policy in 
schemes of development; 

(d ) lyrther mutter which the Chief Commissioner or the drovernment of 
Indin muy refer to the Council , 

(3 ) Members will have powers in regnrd to resolutions and interpellations 
but the Chief Commissioner Inay , in the public interest , refuse to give infor . 
mation or nllow discussion of these 

( 1 ) The Chief Commissioner may permite his officers to be present at the 
meetings and participate in the discussins or furnish information but tilinin 
will not have a right to vote . 

(5 ) T he functions of the Council will be purely advisory bai though their 
advice will not be binding on the Chief Commissioner , he will give due weight 
to it in reaching decisions or in making recommendations to Government, 

(6) The Advisory Council will meet at least once in three months. 

(7 ) There shall be prid to every member of the Advisory Comoil travelling 
and daily allowances nt the rates admissible to members of the Cast Punjab 
Legislative Assembly whenever they attend meetings of tho Advisory Council.
